ORDINANCE NO. 89- 12 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS OF 
PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, PROVIDING FOR SPECIAL LAW 
ENFORCEMENT SERVICES BY THE SHERIFF'S OFFICE; 

PROVIDING FOR DEFINITIONS; PROVIDING FOR APPLICATION; 

PROVIDING FOR AGREEMENT; PROVIDING FOR PAYMENT; 

PROVIDING FOR CANCELLATION; PROVIDING FOR LAW 
ENFORCEMENT; PROVIDING FOR STATUS OF DEPUTY SHERIFFS; 

PROVIDING FOR CERTAIN COMPENSATION PROHIBITED; 

PROVIDING FOR TERM OF AGREEMENT; PROVIDING FOR RULES 
AND REGULATIONS; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL OF LAWS IN 
CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR 
INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES; AND 
PROVIDING FOR EFFECTIVE DATE. 

WHEREAS, Chapter 71-14, Laws of Florida, 1971, empowers the 
Board of County Commissioners to adopt ordinances and regulations as may 


be deemed necessary to exercise its powers; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the public interest to provide special law 


enforcement services for private activities, within the County, in 
addition to those law enforcement services provided generally to the 


public by law; and 

WHEREAS, it is recommended by the Palm Beach County Sheriff 
that a contract procedure be instituted so that the Sheriff may for 
compensation provide special law enforcement services to private entities 


in Palm Beach County. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 
COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA that: 

Section 1. SHORT TITLE 

This Ordinance shall be designated and may be cited as "Palm 
Beach County Special Law Enforcement Ordinance." 

Section 2. DEFINITIONS 


As used in this Ordinance, the terms as hereinafter defined 
shall have the meaning described to them: 

1. "Sheriff" means the duly elected Sheriff of Palm Beach 


County. 


2. "Deputy Sheriff" means a deputy sheriff duly appointed by 
the Sheriff of Palm Beach County. 

3. "Special law enforcement services" shall mean the providing 


of law enforcement service for private entities, within Palm Beach 
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County, in addition to those law enforcement services provided generally 
to the public by law.

4. "Contract" shall mean an agreement entered in pursuant to 
this Ordinance. 

5. "Private Entities" shall mean any private person, 
corporation, association and/or any other legally constituted 
non-governmental organization entering into a contract with the Sheriff 
for special law enforcement service pursuant to this Ordinance. 

Section 3. APPLICATION 

Any private person, corporation, association and/or any other 
legally constituted organization, within Palm Beach County, which may 
reasonably require and be willing to pay for special law enforcement 
services, in addition to those services provided generally to the public 
by law may apply to the Sheriff for a contract providing such services. 

Section 4. APPLICATION AND AGREEMENT 

Upon application on a form provided by the Sheriff, the Sheriff 
may enter into an agreement with the private entity which will provide 
special law enforcement services as the Sheriff deems appropriate. 

Section 5. PAYMENT 

Payment of all proceeds for services under this Ordinance shall 
be made to the Sheriff based upon statements prepared by the Sheriff 
showing the amount of payment to be collected and the basis for arriving 
at the amount of payment. All payments shall be collected in advance of 
the provision of services. Payments will be made in the form of a check 
or money order payable to the Sheriff. Cash will not be accepted. The 
Sheriff will reflect these payments in his published annual budget which 
is subject to an annual audit by the County. 

Section 6. CANCELLATION 

The parties may cancel said agreement based on the terms and 
conditions as are satisfactory to the Sheriff and the contractee shall be 
required to pay the Sheriff a reasonable compensation for all expenses 
incurred and preparations made to provide services authorized by said 
contract. The amount of said reasonable compensation shall be agreed 
upon by the Sheriff and the private entity at the time the agreement is 
executed. 
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Section 7. LAW ENFORCEMENT 


The Sheriff shall provide law enforcement services as 
prescribed by Article VIII, Section IV of the Florida Constitution, 
Florida Statute, Chapter 316, as well as any applicable County Ordinance. 

Section 8, STATUS OF DEPUTY SHERIFFS 

All deputy sheriffs shall be deemed acting within the course of 
their official duties while performing their duties as law enforcement 
officers within the terms of any agreements made pursuant to this 
Ordinance, and will be under the complete and exclusive control of the 
Sheriff. 

Section 9. CERTAIN COMPENSATION PROHIBITED 

No deputy sheriff shall accept or receive any compensation from 
any person except the Sheriff of Palm Beach County for performing 
services of any agreement pursuant to this Ordinance. 

Section 10. TERM OF THE AGREEMENT 

Any agreement entered into pursuant to this Ordinance shall be 
effective for a specified period of time. It may be renewed by the 
parties subject to mutual agreement regarding the cost and such renewal 
agreement, however, shall be executed by the parties at least thirty (30) 
days prior to the expiration of the agreement. 

Section 11. RULES AND REGULATIONS 

The Sheriff shall make and prescribe such rules and regulations 
that are reasonably necessary and appropriate for the proper 
administration and enforcement of the provisions of this Ordinance. The 
Sheriff shall furnish from time to time such information as is requested 
by the County Administrator pertaining to these rules and regulations as 
well as character and volume of law enforcement services provided under 
the provisions hereof. 

Section 12. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provisions of this 
Ordinance are hereby repealed. 

Section 13. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word of 
this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
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unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not affect the 
remainder of this Ordinance. 

Section 14. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES 

The provisions of this ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, Florida. 
The Sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to "section," 
"article," or any other appropriate word. 

Section 15. EFFECTIVE DATE 

The provisions of this Ordinance shall become effective upon 
receipt of acknowledgement by the Secretary of State.
